
Au Explanation to Dr. Carver. 


Fall Brook, San Diego, Cal. 

Editor Chicago Field : I had Intended to trouble you no 
more about my difference with Dr. Carver, but the singular let¬ 
ter of “Snap Shot" to “Bob White” leads me to think that I 
may have unintentionally wronged the doctor. When Dr. Carver 
called my letter to Mr. McSheehy “Insulting,’’ I at first merely 
langhed. I next began to wonder “what does the man mean 1” 
And then I said, “Oh, yes, he went off the handle and did not 
read my letter carefully.” And It was with this supposition that 
I dared him to call for Mr. McSheehy’s opinion upon the ques¬ 
tion. I bad supposed all the time that I was accepting unqual¬ 
ifiedly the word of an honorable gentleman who could not be 
mistaken, who would not falsify, and had no motive for mis¬ 
stating anything about It, and was using the facts given by him 
to show that Carver was a far greater shot with the rifle than 
most people thought or knew. I did not suppose It necessary to 
hedge against every possible misconstruction at the expense of 
the reader’s patience, nor did I think It necessary to Insert any 
formal declarations of my confidence In Mr. McUheey’e accuracy 
of observation or hie veracity. I left all that, as was proper, to 
be Implied from the general tone of the letter, and never even 
suspected that any one could construe It otherwise. 

Judge, therefore, my astonishment on finding as Intelligent a 
gentleman as “Snap Shot” construing my letter as an attempt to 
prove Mr. McSheey's report about the woodpecker shooting of Car¬ 
ver to be untrue. Here I suppose Is the key of Carver’s complaint; 
for If my letter was so carelessly written that a cool and Impar¬ 
tial judge should misconstrue It, why should not one against 
whose fame It was written (apparently to him) do so also! Mr. 
McS. may perhapB have done the same. I therefore apologize to 
all these gentlemen for my stupidity In the choice of words to 
make my meaning clear. 

I believe quite as flrmly as I hope that this Is the whole of 
Carver’s grievance. I judge that he does not feel badly at what 
I said about the ball shooting, because he sent me soon after my 
first letter a paper giving a long sketch of his life with “com¬ 
pliments of Carver,” written in bold hand on the margin beside 
It. Moreover, bis best ball scores have since been so nearly, ap¬ 
proached by other shots, who must be vastly his Inferiors In shoot¬ 
ing on game, that he must begin to realize the fact that I was so 
uearly corpect In my estimate of It as to be justified In writing 
about it as 1 did. 


While on this subject, I would suggest to some readers that It 
Is within the realm of possibilities that one who does not slop 
over with praise at the slightest contact with every subject may 
have some other motive beside malice, envy or rivalry. Even 
the Iconoclast la not necessarily a mischievous monkey, delight¬ 
ing In smashing what he cannot use, nor a mere fanatic dragging 
down from Its pedestal the popular Idol merely because It (s an 
Idol. He whose voice does not always chime with the jingle of 
ten thousand other jawbones, may, Indeed, be wrong, but is not 
necessarily an old fossil embedded In a rook of prejudice, and 
blind to the light of his age. And yet we see even "Abe Daco- 
tab” classed amoug the “detractors” of Carver, and recom¬ 
mended to “roost high” In a tree of refuge. I envy not the bead 
or heart of any man who could see iu the contrast he drew be¬ 
tween the shooting of Bogardns and Carver some weeks ago, any¬ 
thing but a comparison, as unbiased as It was able. There was 
absolutely nothing In It of which either could complain, and 
nothing that-the most refined Ingenuity could twist Into “detrac¬ 
tion" of Carver. His erlme against Carver’s reputation was the 
cream of snow by the side of the blackness of mine, which you 
remember was not so dreadful after all. But then be failed In 
the great essential point—he did not stand on tip-toe, throw his 
cap out of sight and spilt the arch of heaven with deafening yells 
of applause, nor did he dislocate his lower maxillary with won¬ 
der. Therefore he’s a “detractor,” and his only motive, of 
course, Is that of the detractor generally, to-wtt: envy, malice 
or rivalry. And poor “Bob White,” he's "one of ’em,” too. 
Scramble up high, "Bob," for that tree of refuge will soon be 
full, and available stumps In Its neighborhood will shortly be In 
demand. For by the time a few more men have broken about 
nine-tenths of their glass balla In Carver’s style It will be dis¬ 
covered that the man who can do It, Is not, therefore, a demigod 
or even a very wonderfnl rifleman. And all such will, of course, 
be “detractors” of Carver. “Abe Dakotah” will doubtless “roost 
high,” but it will be In the estimation of all who can appreciate 
a sensible article; while those who are always hunting for some 
low motive, and treating those who agree with them on nine 
points out of ten but not on the tenth point as worse than those 
who don’t agree with them at all, will roost low all their lives 
on the tree of comfort and goodfellowshlp. 

And now to have no more misinterpretation, I will repeat my 
position about Carver’s shooting. I said that the hitting with a 
rifle of glass balls always tossed tjpi In about one position, at a 
dlstanoe where absolutely nti skill or use of sights would be 
needed to tyt the same object If In rhst, and where no allowance 
[s neceasary'for the motion df IHh ball, Is not "wonderful'' or 
'mandove," but only arm; ahd time will prove I am very nearly 
right. I said that the hitting httb a rifle of four woodpeckers ont 
of six shots, all crossing abotf ti pier fifty yards, as done by Dr. 
Carver at Logansport, Is the fnoat marvelous performance of 


skill, judgment and genius that has ever been made with either 
rifle or gun, and Infinitely more to the Doctor’s credit than 
the ball scores upon which he prides himself. I said the Doctor 
dared not Include bird shooting In his public exhibitions, because 
he could not make the clean scores necessary to make the crowd 
wonder, and I Justified him In this course. I said I thought little 
of his "fancy shots” because of no practical use and not hard to 
make from the shoulder. This Is all I said, and I still adhere to 
It all, aDd If It be thought “detraction” I can't help It.

A Blue Hare Drive In Scotland. 


Of these days there are many sportsmen who always speak In 
a disparaging manner. On further Inquiries, however, we usually 
find that they have either never enjoyed It In a country where 
hares were fairly numerous, or they arc too indolent or “puffy” 
to care for a day’s sport, entailing nearly the same amount of 
exertion as a day’s stalking. It Is also decried by those who 
have never had any of It, and speak from hearing It ruD down by 
others; and, again, the “rabid" stalker speaks of It as beneath 
his notice; but he Is a hopeless man to deal with. Place him 
In a shooting lodge with salmon, grouse, and all else In plenty, 
and let there be but a report of a stag on the ground, and be 
will become a very cherubim and ‘‘rest not night or day” till 
he has put himself en rapport with the monarch of the glen. 
We ourselves once had an attack of this mania; It cured Itself, 
and we are now almost equally keen at humble “bunny” or 
noble “royal." Lepue variabili* Is by no means a fool; he runs 
faster, will carry off as much shot, and Is quite as cunning as his 
more savory brother of the low grounds. To get him one has to 
face, In lieu of flat turnip fields or hollow coverts, high and 
rocky mountains and their chilly tops. Let us try and describe 
some of the Incidents of such a day, and If we can do it as well 
as we can fed It, there will be fewer noses turned up at the pro¬ 
posal of a blue hare drive. 

It Is a perfect morntog towards the end of October; a bright 
blue sunny sky—a light north wind—a touch of frost; the high¬ 
est hilltops dressed In dazzling “nightcaps” fresh that very 
night from Dame Winter’s plenteous store. A day so fresh, so 
clear, so bright and Inspiriting, Is really best described by the 
homely Baying, "It makes one feel as If one could Jump out of 
one’s skin.” Breakfast Is over, and while we are seeing to our 
cartridges, bags, and coats, upwards of thirty ladB—a holiday 
having been begged for them to act as beaters—are trying to 
“toss," a miniature caber on the lawn. 

Listen to the cheery, If uncouth, noise of their Gaelic chatter. 
Charmed are they with the work before them—a whole holiday 
of sport, so dear to boys, with the chance of wild chases after 
wounded hares, and the privilege of screaming and making as 
much noise as they please. And then, will they not each get a 
dinner?—a dinner to think about over the “parritch” all next 
week—and then at the end of the day a cup of warm soup, a 
hare each, and a shilling? No wonder, then, the schoolmaster 
being agreeable, that there Is no want of willing beaters In our 
glen. These little fellows ranged from eight to fourteen years 
old; were always cheery, easily managed, rosy cheeked, well 
talking, and sturdy; a little mild chat, a few kind words about 
the mother and her cottage, and the “killer” you discovered 
there one day when going for a pipe-light—supposed to be any 
fish in the World you pleased except a “saumon”—and you can 
see So easily that you have won your way to the honest Blmple 
little hearts, and that they think you the nicest man In the 
world—a fact which many of your dearest and nearest friends 
may warmly dispute—anl so you turn away from the merry 
throng, as a keeper calls them together, the smallest being 
packed Into the game cart, the rest trudging along beside It to 
the starting point of their drive. Compare these willing, happy 
little beaters with the surly, lazy, hulking big fellows an English 
keeper often has to press Into his service for a day’s driving, and, 
reader, take your choice. The large wagonette now comes 
round, and all six of us are soon inside. A three miles' drive, 
and we get out on the river side, at the foot of Meal Gurdle. 
“What that hill, over 2,000 feet hlgbl It cannot be!" we ex¬ 
claim. Our host laughs, and bids us wait till we reach the top— 
and then we hop from stone to stone across the river, all get¬ 
ting over dry, and, falling Into Indian file, we commence the 
ascent to our first stand. 

After more than an hour’s hard walking and climbing, and 
many a halt to admire the view, we reach the top. With some 
of us It was a case of “bellows to mend,’’ and all were quite hot. 
Here we were met by the head-keeper, with his pony and panlers 
full of cartridge-bags and stalking coats. Our host soon had ns 
In position, the “but” being one of the huge granite boulders, 
scattered all around, and causlDg one to wonder by what con¬ 
vulsion of nature they could have come there, for all the rest of 
the top was a mixture of lichen and short grass as smooth and 
soft to the foot as a well-kept lawn. 

After havlDg satisfied oneself of the exact whereabouts of the 
guns on either side, arranged cartridges In the handiest position, 
and got as much out of the wind as possible—for In spite of 
“stalkers," It was bitterly cold on the high top after the hot 
walk up—there was leisure, before the signal was given to the 
beaters, to drink IQ the marvelous beauty of the panorama that 


laid stretched all around us. At length the distant cry of the 
boys, who had started at the foot of the hill from the opposite 
side, and were beating It up to ub with all the noise they could 
make, warned us It was time to be on the qui vlve. Two shots 
below quickly brought the party to attention, and we stood up 
just In time to see our host make a neat right apd left at long 
range with 8chultze powder. The fire soon became fast and furi¬ 
ous, though for our own part we did not at first fire as quickly 
as we might, owing to making a careful study of a new full choke 
by 8. Prout, that we were using for the first time. It soon gave 
more than satisfaction, and after about balf an hour or rather 
more of blazing away, the beaters began to come up to ub. The 
“cease fire” was passed and a collection commenced. Of wouDded 
there are uone, for It Is the rule at one of these drives to use the 
second barrel, or even a third, against any hare not stopped 
clean with the first, and as their tenacity of life Is great the pop¬ 
ping that’goes on is lively In the extreme, and great the expen¬ 
diture of cartridges. 

In this drive 112 was the total. Lunch was then the word and 
we made for a sheltered sprlug, and rested aDd chatted away a 
pleasant hour. Here It was that I learnt from my host that he 
never used anything but Schultze powder. He was shooting 
that day with a modified choke of Dougal, and both then and 
many a time since that we have shot together, It would be Impos¬ 
sible to wish to see game killed cleaner or at longer distance; 
and as his average consumption Is over 5,000 cartridges each 
season, and he continues to swear by It, It speaks volumes in Its 
favor, especially to those who, from any reasons, are not able to 
stand the jar of a great many charges of black powder. While 
the lads were finishing their meal we examined the row of hares 
laid out to cool. They were In every stage of their Winter change 
of color. It begins from the feet up, and by degrees they grow 
snow white, with the exception of black tips to the ears. The 
hair does not drop off, but actually and gradually changes from 
the Summer “blue,” as It Is called, to the Winter white, though 
In the Spring they shed their hair and renew it totally. Lunch 
over, a large segment of a circle was formed, four or five beaters 
placed between each gun, and we walked the spur of the hill con¬ 
necting us with the next, finding plenty of shooting and varying 
the bag with five ptarmigan. Our blue f lends are not very easy 
shooting in this style, especially If the ground be broken by peat 
bogs; they go straight away and are out of sight In a second In 
the broken ground, and to avoid legging them It Is necessary to 
hold well forward; and to combine this with almost snap shoot¬ 
ing wants a bit of practice, and there were plenty of misses. 
Half way alODg this spur a halt was made for us to watch three 
stags cross the sky-line of the opposite bill, and very tempting 
they looked as they stood out against the clear sky; but it was of 
course useless going after them. Arrived at the end of this 
spur we were again posted, and waited while the beaters de¬ 
scended and beat up to us, and the morning’s proceedings were 
repeated, with the addition of a hill fox sneaking by us, and all 
refusing to shoot him, to the keeper's disgust, though one of the 
party, not a hunting man, was eventually Induced by the keeper’s 
fraDtic shouts to have a long pull, but Reynard, we all hoped, es¬ 
caped unhurt; also a large pack of grouse were driven along the 
line, and we scored heavily on them. That drive over we found 
the total 207 hares, 6 grouse and 5 ptarmigan. A short halt and 
we wished the beaters “good-night,” and, with three keepers In 
attendance, we formed line and shot our way dowD to the road, 
and so home, which we reached with an Increase to the bag of 
a few more hares and grouse, blackcocks, partridges and snipes. 
Now we fail to see what any one can find to sneer at In a day’s 
sport like this. We had had a real hard day’s walking, passed 
the greater part of the time at an altitude of 2,000 feet, and, 
surrounded by enchanting scenery, our shooting powers had been 
well tested; we were all pleasantly tired and perfectly agreed up¬ 
on the facts that dinner would be acceptable and fairly earned. 
Though we by no means despise a hot corner In Norfolk, It Is 
but rarely that either fatigue or hunger attend the shooter home. 
In our opinion sports without allttle of both will always be a lit¬ 
tle tame.— Meal Buie in Land and Water. 


—Chicago, Ill.— Edi¬ 
tor Chicago Field :—I was pleased to hear from my Virginia friend 
In one of your recent Issues, respecting the preservation of game, 
for although he did not exactly agree with my theory In bringing 
It about, yet In substance we varied but little. I wish I lived 
near enough to prove the sincerity of his wish, when he says he 
could Introduce me to sports sfter my own heart, and the pleasure 
of shooting over some good dogs accompanied with a straight 
fifty. This would Indeed recall old times when the double stood 
In the corner cleaned and oiled ready for to-morrow’s work, while 
Cap and Trigger slept, enjoying sweet dreams perhaps of the 
points and backs they made In such good style. But, alas! this 
la almost a thing of the past; and, as the old adage affirms, 
“Every dog has hls day," old sportsmen arc retiring Into thet r 
shells, being contented with hearing of exploits performed by 
others more Juvenile. But In the time I allude to there were 
fifty head of all sorts of game to one now—grouse In particular. 
The face of the country was then almost in Its natural state, 
dotted here and there with small farms, which made extra good 
sport, particularly toward evening; In fact, chickens were too 
abundant, doing away In a measure with what I consider the

Ans.—Bitches 
seldom overrun their time. Sometimes t^ey are bred to tbe dog on 
different occasions and may not conceive at tbe first service. This 
may be tbe case with your hitch. So long as she continues well, no 
trouble need be anticipated. 

E. U.. Cincinnati.— I have a dog that seems to be weak In the stom¬ 
ach, and unable to retain his food! He vomits If he esta anything like 
au ordinary meal, and is thin and weak for want of sufficient nourish¬ 
ment. Has been in this condition three weeks. What can I do for 
him? Ans.—If you cannot discover any signs of special disease, try the 
effect of a stomachic which may give strength ana tone to his Bystem. 
A good bolus to be given twice a day Is composed of extract of gentian 
elgbt grains, powdered rhabarb two grains. This Is the quantity for 
oue pill. 

B. J., Dodgeville.—I have had a very nice pup just weaned given me, 
and would like to know how often and wbat to feed him. also bow be 
should bo housed. Ans.—Feed bread and milk for some weeks, then 
give scraps of bread and vegetables from tbe table, but very little or no 
meat, till the pup Is nine months old. Until six months old pups 
nhooid be fed three times a day, but care must be taken not to given 
too much and overload the stomach. After six months and up to one 
year, twice a day will be sufficient. A spare stall In a stable at night Is 
a* good houae ae a young dog can have. If tbie cannot be had, keep 
him anywhere that Is dry ana moderately but not too warm. Allow all 
exercise possible. 

W«. T. F.—Please Inform me as to what you Judge Is the trouble 
with a dog that is affected with a sovere cough contracted oine or ten 
months ago. He seema to have something In his throat that be tries to 
force out and falls. At times he has some fever, Is restless In hie sleep, 
tires easy, appetite is good but after eating seems to be In pain; there 
Is no discharge from his noetrlls, and bis eyes are clear. He Is of the 
New Foundland breed. Ans.—We think the dog la probably suffering 
from worms, and would recommend areca nut In naif drachm doees 
night and morning for two days, then give a dose of castor oil—two 
tablespooufuls, and a teaspoonful of turpentine. Mix tbe turpentine 
aud oil together. Feed lightly while taking the medicine. 

D. T. 8., Niles —My dog appears to be suffering from very severe sore 
throat; he baa high fever, does not eat at all ana la very much reduced 
aud weak. H1b tongue seems paralyzed so that he cannot ret It out of 
bis mouth to lap, and there Is a very offensive thick slime In his 
mouth wbloh clogs his breathing. If you can tell me what to do for 
him it will be a great favor! Ana.—we lately cured a similar case by 
giving night aud morning five grains each of quinine and chlorate of 
potass with a dose of the latter at noon also. The quinine acta as a 
febrifuge and tonlo while the chlorate of potaee acts directly noon the 
throat. For food give every three or four hours a teacupful of strong 
beef tea, pouring it down the dog’s throat if he will not take It In any 
other way. Later when he gets so that he can eat a little give raw beef 
chopped fine.____

Fish Culture Id Germany. 

CIRCULAR OF TUB FISH HATCHING INSTITUTION AT FRBUinKO. 

To give our readers an Idea of tbe prices of eggs, etc., In 
Germany, we translate the following: 


the object of them seems to be to exhibit, at the expense of the 
trout, the shrewdness, the skill, and the muscular power of the 
sportsman. My own simple story has few of theBe recommenda¬ 
tions. , 

"We had built our bark camp one Summer,and were staying on 
one of tbe popular lakes of the Saranac region. It would be a 
very pretty region If It were not so flat; and If the margins of 
the lakes had not been flooded by dams at the outlets, which have 
killed the trees and left a rim of ghastly dead wood—like the 
swamps of the under-world pictured by Dore’s bizarre pencil; 
and If the pianos at the hotels were In tune. It would be an ex¬ 
cellent Bportlng region also (for there Is water enough) If the flsh 
commissioners would stock the waters; and If previous hunters 
had not pulled all the hair and skin oil from the deer’s tails. 
Formerly sportsmen had a habit of catching tbe deer by the tails 
and of being dragged, In mere w&ntonneee, round and round the 
shores. It la well known that If you seize a deer by this “bolt," 
tbe skin will slip off like the peel from a banana. This reprehen¬ 
sible practice was carried so far that the traveler Is now hourly 
pained by the 6lght of peeled-talled deer mournfully sneaking 
about tbe woods. 

“We bad been bearing for weeks of a small lake In the heart 
of the virgin forest, some ten miles from our camp, which was 
alive with trout, unsophisticated, hungiy trout; the Inlet to It 
was described as stijf with them. In my Imagination I saw them 
lying there In ranks aud rows, each a foot long, three tiers deep, 
a solid mass. The lake had never been visited, except by stray 
sable-hunters In the Winter, and was known as the Unknown 
Pond. I determined to explore It, fully expecting, however, that 
It would prove to be a delusion, as such mysterious haunts of the 
trout usually arc. Confiding my purpose to Luke, we secretly 
made our preparations, and stole away from the shanty one 
morntng at day-break. Each of us carried a boat, a pair of 
blankets, a sack of bread, pork and maple sugar; while I had my 
case of rods, creel, and book of flies; and Luke had an ax and the 
kitchen utensils. We think nothing of loads of this sort In tbe 
woods. 

"Five miles through a tamarack swamp, brought us to tbe inlet 
of Unknown Pond, upon which we embarked our fleet, and pad- 
died down Its vagrant waters. They were at first sluggish, wind¬ 
ing among (rials fir-trees, but gradually developed a strong cur¬ 
rent. At tbe end of three miles a loud roar ahead warned us 
that we were approaching rapids, falls and cascades. We paused. 
The danger was unknown. We had our choice of shouldering 
our loads and making a detour through the woods, or of "shooting 
tbe rapids." Naturally we chose the more dangerous course. 
Shooting tbe rapids has often been described, and I will not re¬ 
peat the description here. It 1 b needless to say that I drove my 
frail bark through the boiling rapids, over the successive water¬ 
falls, amid rocks and vicious eddies, aud lauded, half a mile be¬ 
low, wltb whitened hair and a boat balf full of water, and that 
the guide was upset, and boat, contents, and man were strewn 
along tbe shore. 

“After this common experience we went quickly on our jour¬ 
ney, and a couple of hours before sundown reached tbe lake. If 
I live to my dying day, I never sball forget its appearance. The 
lake is almost an exact circle, about a quarter of a mile In diame¬ 
ter.

At this question my friend looked at me with the most comical 
expression of surprise and admiration. His face lit up like a 
pine knot, and his eyes became liquid as a running brook, as old 
recollections seemed to crowd upon him like a log-jam in a 
Spring frcBhet. When speech came to him he exclaimed: 

‘Jerusalem! Did you know Tom? Why, I’ve bunked with him 
in every shanty in the North Woods.’ 

And then, with an intense earnestness which lifted the comic 
into the sublime, he sang, in a full clear voice, a verse of ‘Father, 
come home,’ as if he would have been the happleBt man on the 
globe If, at that moment, he could have taken hie old friend by 
the hand, and stood once more on the shady banks of Big Tup¬ 
per; and then, in a tone as full of pathos as the minor key of a 
funeral dirge, he said to me: 

‘ ’Squire, hope I won’t slide the chute until I get back home 
again I’ 


The Hank Fisheries. 

In an article on our fisheries the Boston Journal of Commerce 
pays thlB tribute to our fishermen : 

"On all these banks the Yankee fisherman Is to be found, 
known at sight by the beauty and rig of his vessels, and the envy 
of all his competitors. Heavy ships, stumpy brigs, barks with 
clumsy masts,and rusty sides carry the tri-color of France, the 
Cniou Jack or the beaver flag of Canada; but none of these float 
over such beautiful lines, rakish masts, taut rigging, and snowy, 
well-cut sails as those of the schooners of Essex and Cape Ann Nor 
are they, albeit a nobleman might be proud of one as his private 
yacht, at all Inferior to the larger vessels of their foreign com¬ 
petitors. Many a good ship, hurrying amid Btorm aud lashing 
seas aud driving fogs to her doom, has in her fatal drift swept 
near enough for her fated crew to catch a gllmpBe of some low- 
lying, black-hulled sea-boat of Gloucester, with trysail set, and 
two hundred fathoms or more of ma sive cable out, rising like a 
sea-bird to override the surges, which brought no fear to the stout 
hearts under her close-shut hatches. 

Three thousand Ball aud over a hundred thousand men glean 
the harvest of the banks of the New World alone, chiefly, in the 
case of t he square-rigged vessels of European build, with the 
trawl or bultow—a long, heavy line anchored and bouyed at either 
eud, and having from one thousand to fifteen hundred hooks at¬ 
tached at intervals of from four to six feet. The American fish¬ 
ermen use these In Spring, Summer and Fall; but their low-lying 
schooners enable them to flsh at all times over the rail of the 
vessel herself, and to dare what no other people attempt—the 
Winter fisheries. 

The flsh are most plentiful, It is said, in from twenty-flve to 
forty fathoms of water, and on sandy bottom, which for the 
most part is the habitat of the cleanest and brightest flab, muddy 
bottoms affording fewer and darker-bued booty. Besides cod, 
the banks abound in halibut, hake, haddock, mackerel and her¬ 
ring, which last two species are eagerly sought after for fresh 
bait, and principally taken by means of nets. 

Bank cod are now more generally “pickled” thao salted in 
keneli,” the latter name, as we have seen, being glveu to the pro¬ 
cess of salting the fish in piles, and by their own weight pressing 
out much of the natural juices of the flsh. Pickled flsh are 
salted In vats, barrels or hogsheads, and “make their own pickle’ 
of the natural juices expressed by the other process. When 
“water-horsed,” namely, washed out and slightly dried, these 
flsh are moist, white and firm, but require more salt for keeping. 

Indeed, It may be accepted as an axiom, that, while either salt¬ 
ing or drying alone will preserve flsh, anylack of perfection in one 
process must be supplemented by a corresponding increase of 
the other, a loss in keeping qualities will be the inevitable re¬ 
sult. ___ 

Novel Metboo ok Catching Sturgeon. —Vice-Consul Gard¬ 
ner in his trade report on Poti gives an account of an ingenious 
method by which sturgeon arc captured by fishermen at the 
mouth of the River Rhlon during the Spring and Summer 
months. The process Is simple In the extreme, yet difficult to 
describe and hard to believe. A strong 1 ne or lanyard about 100 
feet In length, with short lineB attached at a distance of six feet 
apart, and having a large hook at the end, very sharp but barb- 
less ; a small gourd is fastened to the back of each hook to keep 
It floating point downwards; these lines, hooks, and gourds are 
neatly arranged on the gunwale of a dug-out, or boat made from 
a single log, and run out quickly across the river, and are visited 
morning and evening. If a sturgeon in its passage down to the 
Bea is pricked ever so slightly by one of the hooks, It remains 
stationary, without struggling or making an attempt to escape. 
The fisherman on reaching his lines, carefully overhauls them, 
and on finding a flsh Btrikes it with his gaff, passes a rope through 
Its gills, and tows It behind his dug-out to the shore. If the flsh 
Is not. mortally wounded, it Is fastened to a post on the river Bide, 
opposite the fisherman’s cottage, where it remains alive until a 
purchaser arrives. These flsh vary in weight from 86 lbs. to 216 
lbs., realizing fid. per lb., the caviare obtained from the female 
selling at 2s. per lb. Grey mullet are also caught in a rather 
unsportsmanlike fashion, but in considerable quantities, by float¬ 
ing a mat made of reeds, 50 ft, long by 5 ft. to 10 ft- broad, on 
the surface of the sea in bright fine weather. When the mullet 
in swimming reach the shade occasioned by the mat, they foolishly 
jump out of the water, fall on the mat, and are taken by the 
fisherman waiting in hie boat to receive them.—Live Stock Journal 
ami FancierGaulle.

The opening day of the Devon and Somerset Stagbounds must 
by no means be taken as affording a type of their sport, or fashion 
of hunting. Stag-hunting on Tuesday was merely the excuse, 
and a noble sport had to submit to beiDg misappropriated for the 
occasion. The opening meet at Cloutsham is a yearly carnival, 
and a carnival with many of its grotesque accompaniments and 
clownish attributes—stag-hunting acting in about the Baroe re¬ 
lation to the jubilee as horse-racing does to the Romish festa. 
Judge from this advertisement, with which the little town of 
Mlnehead has for ten days past been placarded by an enterprising 
tradesman: 

A PLEASANT PICNIC.

And from all appearances the convenient delicacies and the 
champague at two-and-a-penny found no little favor. 

From 8 A. M. carts and carriages, brakes and omnibuses, wag¬ 
gon uettes and pony traps, passed the Feathers Hotel, laden sky- 
blgh with hampers. By 11 o’clock the town was deserted, while 
each road converging to Cloutsham was choked with vehicles and 
horsemen, hurryiDg in from every corner of North Devon and West 
Somerset. It is asserted that neither in Taunton, Du.verton, 
Mlnehead, Porlock, nor Linton did there remain a wheel that 
would go round or a leg that could move under a saddle; and the 
scene at the meet lent probability to the assertion. 

Cloutsham, to the eye of the stranger, appeared to be but a 
farm-house surmounting a spur of the main hills, about four miles 
directly south of Porlock Bay. One more mile to thesouth stands 
Dunkery Beacon, nearly 1700 feet above the sea, and a landmark 
always strongly impressed upon a new comer, as the center point 


round which his geography may by degrees extend Itself. Green, 
and on this occasion crowded, lanes take you to the foot of the 
hills; and a short but terribly steep ascent lands your panting 
steed at the top Lord Lovelace’s shooting box (or rather the drive 
to It, cut throgb a deep dark wood) is pointed out to you half-w»y 
up the Incline; and your Informant next adds to your stock of 
knowledge the dictum that the great primeval woods of Cloutsham 
are the property of Blr Thomas Acland—also that these coverts 
and the equally dense aud still more extensive once of Culbone 
(lining the sea to the west of Porlock) are the mainstay of stag- 
hunting in this district. 

A lovely spot for a picnic, truly. The purple-topped hills 
speckled and varied with gold, where the bloom of the gorse 
trenched hare and there upon the smooth eurfacu of the heather; 
bakwoods of darkest green filling the depthB of the precipitous 
coombe at your feet; in the farther valley rich cornfields ready 
for the sickle, mapped out in broad, Inky lines by stooe-banked 
hedges, beyond these the solitary height of North Hill (the same 
rosy coloring on its brow, the same sombre verdaocy on Its wooded 
side) marking the sea line from Mlnehead to Horaedown Point; 
while through the gap smiled Porlock Bay, “calm and still,” as 
the master peu of romance aud sport described It, "like the eyes 
of a girl whoae being has never yet been stirred in passion by the 
storm." It was too beautiful a scene for such a motley carousal, 
such a break-out of Cockneydom; still worse that such sacrilege 
should be committed under t e assumed shadow of a grand and 
genuine sport. Repugnant it must be to all true sportsmen 
(anditbls is a country where in unusual number they are the 
natural outcome of the soil); and repugnant It undoubtedly is, If 
form of expression and epithet go for anything. But the master 
knows he has to undergo it every year, so submits to the inevlt- 
a le, and accepts it with the equanimity with which masters of 
hounds have to fortify themselves against trials more numerous 
and galling than the world at large would imagine. For the 
others, they stay away on this opening day, or else attend under 
protest. They do not expect sport under such circumstances, 
and in this they are seldom disappointed; it Is only fair to add 
that they do their best to foretell any such miscarriage of hope 
on the part of the visitor. 

“Go od Friday,” they say “to Hawkcombe Head, and next 
week to Wlnsford and the open common, and you may come In 
for a gallop over Exmoor that will give you a fairer notion of our 
sport. To-day you will only see a number of people eating and 
drinking more than is good for them; and if a stag is hunted at 
all, 'tia more than we expect.” Indeed, anything less suggestive 
of the chase it would be impossible to conceive. A grass field 
next the farmhouse was like a square cut out of Epsom Downs 
on Derby day—packed close with carriages, the air alive with 
champague corks, and the ground already littered with bottles 
and the debris of luncheons Innumerable. On the edge of the 
coombe each tree had Its group of merrymakers Intent upon 
their luncheon-hampere, while horsemen passed from party to 
party feasting as they weut, and noise and mirth grew rapidly. 

All round the deep glen, whose fish-hook outline could not have 
been leas than half a dozen miles, were dotted little parties, Borne 
in hopes of being near the spot where the deer should break, but 
most of them intent upon enjoying their picnic apart from the 
crowd. 

Meantime the body of the hounds were shut up In the farm- 
stables, whilst Arthur, the huntsman, and George, his whip,worked 
the covert with four or five couple of trusted “tufters. 1 For 
thoBe whose experience of hunting the wild stag, as here carried 
out, is even lees than th«t of your hum le servant, It should be 
explained that these tufters are not, as might be imagined, any¬ 
thing dlBtlnct from the other hounds employed. They are merely 
staunch and steady members of the pack, experienced in drawing 
for their game and obedient to voice and horn. Their busi¬ 
ness is to drive the deer from covert, to submit to being stopped 
when reaching the open—when, should the quarry be a hind, 
they are taken back td draw again; should he be deemed a hunt- 
able stag they are kept back till the rest of the pack are brought, 
and laid on to the line. It will be remembered that towards the 
end of last season Mr. Bissett had the great misfortune to lose 
half his kennel from rabies, brought about, it is said, by the ex¬ 
traordinary foolishness of a countryman, who actually shut up 
two stray hounds in an out-house with a mad dog and a dead sheep— 
turning them loose the next morulng after a night spent in a 
triangular duel over the carcass? When the horrid scourge de¬ 
veloped Itself, all hounds open to the slightest suspicion of infec¬ 
tion were at once destroyed, and the remainder having since been 
kept, each In his separate kennel, wtthouiany further symptom of 
contagion, it is confidently hoped that all danger of Infection is 
now passed. Still it has not been deemed advisable as yet to 
Incorporate them with the new material, collected from various 
kennels to meet the deficiency. Naturally these new comers, 
mostly from fox hound kennels and mostly unentered to any¬ 
thing, are likely to show themselves green to the game (If I may 
use the expression) till blood has whetted their appetites and 
instinct. Ab for tufters for them, Mr. Bissett would be entirely 
at a loss, were it not that, at the time of the outbreak, ft few couple 
of working bounds had been sent to a distance, on account of 
kennel-lameness. IlavlDg recovered from this they now take 
their place as tufters, and Nestors, to the novices. 

At the hour I am speaking of, these were threading the 
coombe, while Arthur rode the narrow paths winding down and 
along Its Bteep sides, and led them in their search. As time 
wore on, an occasional cheer, a note on the horn, or the throwing 
of a tongue, rose upwards In the gathering mist, and told that 
game was afoot. Then, to those who were content to watch 
steadily over the valley, there was given a glimpse of a brown 
form glancing across an opening in the trees; soon afterwards a 
second, and, when the tufters had been Borne two hours at work, 
a roar from the crowd proclaimed that they all could see a deer. 
On the opposite bill the speckled bodies of three hounds, follow¬ 
ing close on a darker and bigger animal, were plainly in view, 
crossing the purple carpeting where it stretched upwards from 
the wood. This was the stag, surely 1 No, the hope was scarcely 
framed into words or echoed from a thousand well-wined throats, 
before a horseman was seen to ride d6wo upon the hounds, and 
turn them back to the horn. The bind was left to go her way in 
peace, and the multitude relapsed again into its hampers. The 
sunshine of the morning had now given place to a drizzling mist ; 
which in turn resolved itself into a driving rain. But the as¬ 
semblage stood Its ground manfully, determined on rivaling, or 
even outdoing, the heavens in Its steady downpour. There was 
no thought of moving, though two c’elook came—three o clock, 
and eatables were run out—four o’clock, and even tbelr drinka¬ 
bles were beginning to feel the strain. , 

At length, when it seemed as if these followers of Bacchus and 
Diana must pitch a night camp, a sudden buzz and stir showed 
that a change was coming. Half-emptied glasses were thrus 
•aide, waterproofs were cast off or buttoned closely up, and a 
murmur of expectation culminated in a buret of excitement, as 
the huntsman Issued from the thicket—bis horn to his Ups, and 
most of the tufters at hie heels. The whip bad, by some marvel¬ 
lous perception, found himself In a position to intercept hounds 
as they left covert on a scent, where a deer (stag, or bind, he am 
not know) had stolen away behind the farmhouse. The new 
was quickly in Arthur’s hands; and now be was on his way to 
fetch the peck to the fine. All was in a moment bustle, burry, 
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tnd anxiety. Hounds daabed noisily out, mad with excitement 
and long restraint. Horsemen harried up from every side —their 
excitement none the weaker that It had been aggravated by other 
causes rather than long restraint. Up a narrow lane went the 
exuberant pack. Crowding In Its wake came the no less boister¬ 
ous crowd—freedom of action, and freedom of diction, its 
peremptory and strongly enforced tenets. Half an hour—per¬ 
haps more—had the deer been gone; but lapse of time would 
appear (from all one hears) to have a bearing upon the scent of a 
deer on heather altogether Inforlor to Its Influence upon that of a 
fox on plough or grass. Minutes are of no consequence; and a 
quarter of an hour, more or less, need not be taken Into consid¬ 
eration. If the deer Is accustomed to take full advantage of this 
theory (a point which—with many others In connection with the 
subject—I bave yet to learn), here Is possibly the explanation of 
the enormous length of some of the runs on record. 

But now I bave little more to narrate. The surging wave of 
excitement on which the troops of borsemen were carried for¬ 
ward seemed to envelop, only too easily, the untaught pack In 
Its flow. For some little time they could do nothing but gaze 
round at their rampant following; a luckless hare added to the 
confusion; and now the riders were all round them. At length 
Arthur managed to extricate them from the turmoil; got a steady 
nose or two to point the way, a trusty tongue to sound the sig¬ 
nal; and away went the Juveniles, busy and pushing—at they 
scarcely knew what. A sharp Incline prevented any more than 
three horses cutting through their midst; and now, under the 
pelting rain, they dipped down again Into a thick-grown gully 
branching from the big coombe. The main body of equestrians 
wheeled off over the hill; the pack could do little In covert; and 
In a quarter of an hour, and In a blinding storm, It was decided 
that the Opening Day should be considered ended. 

With three hunting days In prospect before I have to poBt MS. 
to you again, Mr. Editor (for we are promised an extra day for at 
least next week), I trust I may by then have a gallop to write of, 
a run to ride, and the death of a stag to tell. Already I have 
seen enough to learn that game Is plentiful, that the hounds 
(though so many are new to the work) are fit to go, that the men 
are excellently mounted, and that the management Is essentially 
business-like. When once the new pack and the old one can be 
blended, we are sure to see sport—if I may found a prophecy on 
hearsay and first observation. TUI I learn more new names, I 
am scarcely in a position to tell you what sportsmen of mark (as 
apart from the heterogeneous assembly of Tuesday) have yet 
show i up in pursuit of the red deer. Mr. Russell (wiry, keen, 
and almost youthful In his eighty-third year) rode twenty-five 
miles to Cloutsham, and took back with him Col. Thomson, who 
had run down from London for a single day of novelty (the 
which at least he must have found) before setting off to Ids cub 
bunting In Flfeshlre, Men who are known to hunt in earnest, 
and ride In earnest, are MeesrB. Joyce, Chorley, Norman, Warren, 
and Turner; Mr. Bolden Is here from Northamptonshire, and 
Lord Wolverton’s arrival la expected shortly.— Brooksby, in 
London Field.

to two drachms. Oil of male fern Is also an excellent remedy 
given In doses from ten to twenty drops. For the round worm 
santonlne le most effectual, given In doses from one to three 
grains (according to the size of the dog) in the form of a pill 
made with a little butter or houey. Turpentlue Is sometimes 
given In doses from half to two drachms In a small quantity of 
olive oil, but this Is rather a dangerous remedy for the dog. 
Vermifuge should always be given fasting, and be followed in 
about two houre with an aperient, castor oil belug the best. In 
treating dogs suffsrlng from fits (the effect of wormB) I find 
hydrated chloral the best remedy In doses of from three to six 
grains, given In a small quantity of water, and repeated every 
two houre until about three doses have been administered.—A. 
J. Sewell, M.R.C.V.S., in Livestock Journal. 


Hr. John Davidson’s Reply. 

(From Forest and Stream, OcL 81, 1878.) 

Monroe, Mich., Oct. 35, 1878. 

Editor Forest and Stream : As the editor of your contem¬ 
porary—the Chicago Field —after an Incubation of nearly six 
weeks, has hatched out an accusation of fraud against one or 
more of the judges at the Minnesota field trials In their deci¬ 
sions given there, and thinking from his remarks relative to 
bench shows and field trlalB, I am the party against whom hiB 
Insinuations are principally directed, In self-defense please allow 
me a small space in your columns. I hold myself responsible to 
the committee of management of the Minnesota Kennel Club 
alone for my actions while on official duty there, and earnestly 
desire a complete and thorough Investigation of everything In any 
way connected with the bench show and field trial by th&t com¬ 
mittee ; and after hearing evidence on both sides - not on one side 
only—should anything fraudulent appear, let them expose it and 
show where it belongs; but I do not In the least hold myself 
In any way whatever responsible to any prejudiced person or self- 
constituted authority, whose practical experience In the field 
cannot compare with that of many school boys, and who at the 
Minnesota field trials boasted that be would either run field trials 
In America, or ruin them, and that If the Lelcester-Darts could 
not be run to the front be would burst the whole thing; and 
who, after the decision had been announced giving Tempest sec¬ 
ond prize, came to me and asked how it was possible that I 
could condescend, as one of the judges, to allow a prize to go to a 
pup by a dog that, of all others be had ever seen, he considered 
the meanest and most contemptible; and that were he a judge, 
he would never consent to giving any prize to a pup In any In¬ 
stance by such s miserable brute; and whose interference with 
the judges was so intoleraut as to cause the rule to he read to 
him, notifying him that his position was not with the judges, as he 
was merely a reporter and spectator, and not a reporter and 
judge; and by whom, is I bad been previously Informed, every 
effort would be made to run hie favorites to the front. Such In¬ 
formation to me was quite unnecessary, as my recollection was 
very distinct, whereas by his report they were beaten by an Im¬ 
perfection In the rules at a field trial, by a great error of judg¬ 
ment at a bench show, and now by fraud. (Poor unfortunates.) 
This Is the person who Is the exponent of justice, and who ad¬ 
vises the guarding against fivorltlsm and dog-jockeying at our 
bench shows and field trials, and brings forth accusations of 
fraud against others. Let us, by all meanB, have an Investiga¬ 
tion, with the proper party to conduct It, where both sides can 
be heard.

Intestinal Worms of tlie Dog. 

Almost every dog, some time or other daring his life, Is affected 
with worms, and to many they prove fatal, more especially to the 
young dog; lnfact,ltlsvery seldom they prove bo to the full-grown 
one, bnt they cause death In many ways. In some dogs they 
produce fits. In others violent dlhrrbcea or dysentery, by causing 
enteritis (Inflammation of the bowels), and In others juBt the op¬ 
posite effect, viz.: obstinate constipation. When present In a 
dog affected at the same time with distemper he Beldom recovers. 

Worms arc developed from larvae, the product of the egg of a 
worm, after It has undergone several changes. These larvae are 
taken by the dog Into his stomach with his food, and, If they re¬ 
main In the Intestines a certain time, develop Into worms. 
There are three distinct kinds of worms found In the Intestines, 
viz.: the tremalode, or Duke, the ceetodes or tapeworms, and 
the neuratodes, or round worms. The fluke Is sometimes found 
In the stomach and the snlall intestines. It Is, however, rare In 
the dog, but common In the fox. Tapeworms are frequently 
found In the dog, there being six different varieties of this para¬ 
site, viz.: the Tsenla ccenurue, the Cncumerina, the T. echinococ¬ 
cus, the T. lttterata, the T. marglnata, and the T. serrata. The 
Taenia cmnurua are usually from twenty to twenty-four Inches In 
length, and are produced In dogs by their eating sheeps’ head, 
which often contains the Qld hydatid, and which are the larvae 
of this tapeworm. The Tasnia cucumerlna measures from twelve 
to twenty inches In length, and Is a very common parasite, it be¬ 
ing present In about fifty per cent, of dogs. The Tania echino¬ 
coccus are only half an Inch long, and are produced In the dog 
from eating the lungs aDd livers of sheep which sometimes con¬ 
tain the larva. The Tmnla lltterata measures from one to four 
feet lu length, and Is derived from the dog swallowing a certain 
insect which contains the larva. The Tenia marglnata Is from 
five to eight feet long, and Is produced from dogs eating sheeps' 
Intestines, which at times contain the larva. The Tania serrata 
Is from two to three feet In length. Oreyhounds and Harriers are 
principally affected by this worm, from their eating the intestines 
of hares, In which the larva are very often present. Now we 
come to the Neuratodes or round worms, which are more fre¬ 
quently found than any other kind, there being very few dogs In 
which they are not present. They are generally found in the 
small Intestines, but often wander Into the etomach, and some¬ 
times Into the throat and nostrils, causing great Irritation and 
vomiting, these lumbrtcolds measuring from two to six Inches 
In length. The females are the longest. There Is also what Is 
commonly called the mawworm; this Is not a distinct kind of 
worm of Itself, bnt only part of one, It being a Joint of a tape¬ 
worm, 

Symptome. —Dogs affected with worms lose condition, the 
cost stares aDd at times comes off In patches; the appetite var.es. 
At times they will eat greedily and at others entirely refuse their 
food. They also suffer from dyspepsia, which may he noticed by 
the belly enlarging, especially after a meal; a troublesome cough 
Is often present, and the dog frequently has violent fits. 

Treatment .—This must vary according to the kind of worm the 
snlmal Is suffering from. What will destroy a tapeworm will not 
street a lumbricoid, and vice ver*,. For the tapeworm I do not 
think you can have a better vermifuge than the areca nut. This 
)i Ter 7 effectual, and not dangerous to the life of the dog. The 
The dose varies according to the elze of the dog, from six grains 



Tbk Dogs of North Carolina. —Davidson College, N. C.— 
Editor Chicago Field :—The rain to-day Is giving me an ln-door 
rest, and I take advantage of this opportunity to give you a few 
Items from the “Old North State.” North Carolina Is proverb¬ 
ially Blow In Indorsing any new-fangled notions or thlDgs, but 
when she Is sure ehe Is right, then she goes ahead. In dog 
matters wa are fast becoming very “blue.” Mr. Pegram, of 
Charlotte, twenty miles distant, baa Madge Wildfire (Grouse— 
Gypsle) and Halbert (Leicester—Kirby) and both promise well, 
the latter especially. He 1s not twelve months old, has had 
very little training, yet 1 saw him do some very fine field work 
several weeks ago. Mr. H. T. Butler has Tar Heel (Grouse— 
Gypsle) aDd thlnkB him the finest young dog he ever shot over. 
Mr. Rlgler has Nell (Pilot—Carrie). She has not been trained, 
but she has thrown some puppies that are hard to beat. Capt. 
Murchison, of Wilmington, has Glen (Pride of the Border—Bon¬ 
net Carree) a magnificent dog, very much like his sire. He has 
also Ronald and Lady Clare, red IriBh setter puppies recently Im¬ 
ported by himself. They are by Macdona’s Rover out of a bitch 
bred by tbe Marqul6 of Waterford and sold to Sir James Os¬ 
borne, Bart, from whom these puppies were purchased. They 
are dark, rich, red, with small white star on cheet; are fine types 
of the breed, and will doubtless win a place among the noted 
ones of this state, If not of the Southern states. Mr. F. H. An¬ 
drews, near Davidson College, has Vashtl (Rake—Fanny) and 
Anne Boleyu (Leicester—Kirby). The former Is said to be the 
handsomest dog In western North Carolina, and In her first few 
huntB showed speed, endurance, fine nose and great staunchness. 
The latter has not been worked on game, but Is pretty spry and 
very active. So you see we bave some of the bluest of the 
blues. 

I think the day is not far distant when North Carolina will be 
able to show as flue dogs as can be found In America. Three 
years ago, I don’t think there was a pedigreed dog In the state, 
and In many places the natives bad degenerated till they were 
absolutely worthless. The Interest which Is now being mani¬ 
fested In our “bird-dogs," and which Is Increasing very much,, is 
due almost wholly to our reading the Chicago Field. I make 
this statement, knowing whereof I speak. Our quail season 
opened on the 1st Inst., but the weather Is generally too warm, 
and the birds—many of them—too small to have much sport 
before November. Quail are more abundant than for several 
years past. Guess this is enough for one time, so I will

Dog Tax. — Judos Jackson Decides the Doq Ordinance is 
Constitutional—The Case to be Taken to tbb Court of 
Appeals.— Judge Jackson, of the circuit court, yesterday decided 
that tbe dog ordinance was valid and constitutional, In tbe case 
of Oyler and others against the city of Louisville. 8ome weeks 
ago the parties to this suit were arrested and taken before the 
police court for harboring dogs on which a tax of $2 had not 
been paid. 

The parties resisted the warrants on the grounds that the ordi¬ 
nance was unconstitutional and void, and It was upon this that 
the motion for a writ of prohibition was^ranted and tbe appeal 
prayed. Judge Jackson held the ordinance was legal and the 
fines assessed In the police court obligatory. If a man Is fined 
in the police court for not paying his dog-tax the Judge orders 
him to the work-house, where be eettles the amount of the fine 
and costs by Imprisonment and hard labor, tbe same as If he 
were a criminal. The question naturally suggests Itself, can a 
man or woman be sentenced to bard labor and be Imprisoned 
among hardened criminals because be or she Is not able or Is In¬ 
disposed to pay his or her dog taxi Ie It more criminal to be 
delinquent In any one sort of tax than another? Finally, Is It 
criminal for a person to fall to pay hls taxes) Then, If It Is, the 


records of tbe back-tax collector will tell a revolting story. If a 
woman ‘is to be confined In a filthy, loathsome hole because she 
cannot pay $2 dog tax, wbat should we do with those aristocratic 
ladles and gentlemen who live In palatial mansions and roll In 
luxury and owe the city 110,000 or $15,000 back taxes which 
they refute to pay. 

8uppose we frame an ordinance which will cause these people 
to be brought before tbe police court, and If they refuse to pay 
up or are unable to do so, let them also be sent to the work- 
house and remain until their floes and the costs of the suits are 
paid. There may be some mystery behind all this that justifies 
such a law, but lu the eyes of plain common sense, and in the 
light of humanity one delinquent should not be amenable to 
any stricter laws than another. 

The plaintiffs prayed an appeal to the court of appeals, and 
two weeks were given them to file a bill of exceptions. Last 
year the city realized about eight thousand dollars from the dog 
tax.— Louisville, Ky., Sunday Argue. 


A New Breed of Dogs. —According to the correspondent of 
the Boston Traveler a new breed of dogs, the Leon berg, said to 
be a cross between tbe Newfoundland, St. Bernard and Pyrenean 
wolf-dog, has been Introduced Into St. Johns, Newfoundland. 
Says the Traveler's correspondent: “Last year a German friend 
of mine, Herr T. A. Verkruzen, a distinguished conchologlst, 
brought here as a present, three fine young dogs of the Lconberg 
breed, now pronounced to be the finest In the world, superior 
even to our own. We have thus the prospect of possessing 
shortly s still more magnificent race of dogs than the Newfound¬ 
land. The specimens of this new breed have in one year grown 
to be splendid animals, and by good judges are pronounced to be 
the finest ever seen in this country. They are expected to prop¬ 
agate this year, but will not be full grown till their third year. 
The Leonberg Is the result of skillful crossing between the St. 
Bernard, the Newfoundland and the wolf-dog of the Pyrenees, 
and appears to combine the best qualities of the three noble races. 
Baron Essig, of Leonberg,Wurtemberg, Germany, was the breeder 
of this new species, which Is already world-renowned; and our 
specimens were obtained direct from his establishment, and were 
very carefully selected. They are the favorites of kings, princes, 
and nobles In Europe. The empress of Austria has one of them, 
the Prince of Wales another, Prince Bismarck and Garibaldi, 
the Grand Duke Frederick of Baden, and scores of other exalted 
personages, are possessors of the famous Leonberg. A good 
specimen, well trained, often sells for £50 sterling, and even as 
high as £100. They are eagerly sought after In all parts of the 
world to which their fame has penetrated, and they thrive In all 
climates. At the great dog shows of London, Paris, Vienna, Ber¬ 
lin, Baden and Lima, In Peru, they have carried off the foremost 
prizes. Id 1873 at the ParlB dog show, the first prizes of two 
gold medals were won by Leonberg dogs. They grow up to be 
thirty to thirty-six inches in height, and are frequently over one 
hundred pounds in weight, with noble heads and great symmetry of 
form. They are exceedingly gentle, and possess such Intelligence 
that they can be trained to do almost anything within the com 
pass of doghood.” 

Superfcetation IN Doos.—Although I have both read and 
heard a great deal about Instances of superfcetation In the canine 
species, It has not been my good fortune until now to meet with 
a case In point, the particulars of which, having come under my 
own observation, I can vouch for their autheuticlty. A gentle¬ 
man of my acquaintance having a slut from which he desired to 
breed, he accordingly put her to a dog considered to be In every 
respect suitable, aDd wishing to guard against any possible mis¬ 
hap, the Blut was fastened up, and kept secluded for a fortolght 
after the last visit to the dog, when It was thought that all danger 
of a mesalliance taking place would have passed away. 

But the first occasion on which the slut was allowed to go at 
large, she was seen with another dog, and, unfortunately, a mon¬ 
grel of the deepest dye. In course of time three puppies came 
to light, two of them resembling the first sire, the remaining one 
taking after the dam herself. It was remarked by those who 
dally saw the slut, that she did not become much reduced lu 
bulk Immediately after parturition, nor did she seem to grow 
thinner through suckling her progeny; on the contrary, after 
bringing forth three puppies, she gradually Increased in bulk, 
until at length, exactly a fortnight from the date of her first 
confinement, she was again in “trouble," and produced a second 
litter, equal In number to the previous one, but clearly not by 
the same sire, as evinced by the colors of the produce, tbe first 
lot being self-colored like the parents, while the second litter 
were “partl-colored,” thus pointing to Bire No. 2. 

To my mind there could not possibly be a clearer case than Is 
now presented of superfmtation in the canine species, and being 
honuflde In regard to dogs the same principles of second concep¬ 
tion may probably be Inherent In other animals, for example, tbe 
cat. 

Ferhaps other correspondents who are Interested In the subject 
will favor us with their views.—S andy in London Country. 

Only Two to the Litter. —Hillsdale, Mich.— Editor Chicagt 
Field: —I saw In your recent Issue Mr. F. B. Farnsworth’s notice 
that Livy had only two pups by Druid, also hls comparison of 
this with her former numbers, thereby reflecting upon my dog’s 
stock-getting powers. Every breeder of experience knows that 
bitches vary greatly In their Utters, and that nothing is more 
common where repeatedly bred thaD that ehe should either miss 
altogether or throw a small number, this being nature's revenge 
for the former tax upon her. The proof of a dog’s ability lies not 
In bis success or failure In one Instance, but In the litters of the 
majority of bltchea sent to him, and I am perfectly willing to 
submit Druid’s reputation to this test. Since he came to me last 
February he had previous to Livy's service ten bitches. One 
failed to prove with whelp, but the other nine had from seven lo 
thirteen each. One bitch had thirteen with but a single service. 
This record speaks for Itself and needs no further comment.

Luther Adams, of Boston, has been added to the committee re¬ 
cently appointed by the club to look after the game laws of the 
state. 


, The strain on the system and the test of the endurance of 
the animal Is therefore naturally Immense, and none but a dog of 
strong physique and In good condition can stand it. Indeed, 
we know of no greater test, and believe there Is net any other 
equal to an August or September day pratrle chicken shooting. 
But great as the exhaustion of one day’s work is, bow greater 
must be the demand on the Bystem when this amount of work Is 
kept up for six or more days In succession; and yet we know of 
numbers of Instances where dogs which perhaps have not been 
out of their yard for six months, or, at the most, In that length of 
time have not covered fifty miles beyond what exorcise they havo 
taken In the yard, are put on the cars, traveled two or three hun¬ 
dred miles and put Into the field and expected to do this work. 
As a natural result, before the day Is half over they are exhausted 
and come In, and next day are so stiff and foobsore as to be 
utterly unfit for work. They are then declared to have no 
endurance, and as dogs when they get tired often lose their 
Dose as well as ambition, they are pronounced not to be worth 
a dollar, as besides having no endurance having no nose. 
The owner, comfortably seated in a wagon, realizes little of the 
labor the dog Is performing, and that had he to toot It after the 
dog he, too, when noon came would be exhausted, and next day 
as foot-sore and stiff and as unfitted for another day’s tramp as 
the dog. 

Quail shooting, coming later In the season, not therefore ac¬ 
companied with the torrid heat of an August or September day, 
nor requiring so great an extent of territory to be traveled over 
as In prairie chicken shooting, still requires labor sufficient to 
demand a dog with a good constitution and to be 
la the beBt of condition. The large stubble fields 
make an extensive territory to go over, and tax the endurance of 
a dog while the dense cover and thick briars together with the 
stalks of harvested grain subject the skin and feet to a severe test 
such as a dog only hard In flesh and feet can endure for any 
length of time. 

The question arises whether to put a dog to such work without 
any previous preparation Is not extreme cruelty. What would be 
thought of the owner who would put a horse Into a four-mile heat 
race without, having previously put him in condition! Would he 
not be considered both foolish and cruel! foolish to expect his 
horse to win without having him hardened for his work, and cruel 
to subject him when unfit to so severe a test on bis endurance. 
The cases are analogous. The man who takes his dog fat and 
soft Into the field Is equally as foolish and cruel. 

Dogs owned in the city are generally considered by sportsmen 
living in the country pretty to look at, but of little use in the 
field. And they have good reason for so thinking, as too often It 
happens that the city sportsman visiting his friend In the country 
after the first day has to leave his highly-fed, soft dog at home, 
and rely on his country friend for a dog for his shooting during 
the remainder of his visit. Often the estimate of the dog is cor¬ 
rect, but more frequently the owner is to blame more than the 
dog. Probably he possesses al I the elements of a good dog, is, 
perhaps, a better dog naturally than the one he has been discarded 
for; but put to work lu order to perform which he should have 
been fitted, be sinks uuder the burden of superfluous flesh he has 
to carry with undeveloped muscles and soft feet. 

The reason why dogs owned in the country are so much better 
is easily explained; not only are they more frequently used in the 
field, but nearly all their owners own also horses and drive a 
good deal, and the dogs during the close season, Instead of loung¬ 
ing in the house or back-yard, or shut up in a kennel, aecompany 
tbelr owners over the country and so run their fat off and keep 
their flesh and feet hard. 

It Is not heavy feeding alone which makes the city dog fat and 
soft,but quite as much the indolent life he leads when not In use. 
We know dogs which lead an idle life will get fat on a minimum 
amount of food, and we are satisfied that when a dog has taken 
on fat for any length of time there is a subsequent predisposition 
to it, and the more difficult It Is to keep it down. The best way 
is never to let your dog get fat, for he la neither improved for 
work nor in appearance by It. 

8ome dogs, especially bitches after they have been bred, are 
more predisposed to take on fat than others. Indeed, it Is often 
those with the best constitution and when In proper condition 
able to endure the greatest amount of labor, that get fat the 
quickest, for they invariably possess good appetites, and unless 
regularly exercised they soon take on flesh and get. flabby and 
soft. 

While the majority of those owning dogs who live 1 • the city 
have hot the facilities for giving them exercise which those who 
live In the country have, yet at the expense of but a little time 
every evening, and wbtoh should be a pleasure, It Is easy to keep 
dogs in moderately good coudltlon. If 80 kept until near the 
open Besson it is essy by Increasing their exercise a few weeks be¬ 
fore they are to be used, and theu using them sparingly the first 
day, to have them In good condition, and many dogs which now 
"give out" would be found to Btand the work required of them. 
Those who keep a horse eau, by giving the dogs a run every 
morning of ten miles or so, commencing two weeks before the 
open season, get them in prime order. 

The custom of dosing a dog just before he Is to be used, that 
by purging him his flesh might be reduced,Is as senseless as perni¬ 
cious. It is true It reduces the fleBh of the dog; indeed, there Is 
no limit to the amount of flesh which can be taken oft by such 
treatment, but with the'reductlon of flesh, also Is the strength 
correspondingly reduced, and, ius'ead of the dog being beneflt- 
ted, he is only more Incapacitated for the labor he is to perform. 
Let the owner of the dog try the experiment of fitting himself for 
hia tramp In the same way, and be will realize fully the exhaust¬ 
ive and incapacitating effect on the dog. With dogs, as with men, 
exercise Is the price of health. 

We Are never troubled with foot-sore dogs, and we attribute It 
to ten days or two weeks before Btartlng on a shooting trip, soak¬ 
ing our dogs’ feet for about ten minutes each night in a saturated 
solution of tannin, and for the first two or three nights after each 
day’s work washing the feet first In cold water and then soaking 
them In the solution of tannin for the same length of time. 
Often after the day’s work, between the toes will be found lumps 
of clay matted together with the hair, which if not removed will 
make the dog’s feet tender the next day by the friction produced 
in stepping on them. Indeed, It Is always safe to examine a 
dog’s feet at night for these lumps of clay, and when found they 
should be soaked and softened In cold water. Care must be taken 
not to pull them off, as, being very tenacious, the hair is likely 
to be pulled with them, and the dog’s feet not only made more 
tender, but the pads of the feet, deprived of their natural covering, 
are consequently eiposed and not able to resist as they otherwise 
would the pebble< and briars which they have to tread on. The 
cold water after a day’s run over the stubbles and prairies cools 
and removes the feverishness of the feet which is likely to be 
present, and of Itself does good, while If there be any abrasion of 
the skin the tannin Immediately heals It and prevents any subse¬ 
quent trouble. Salt aud water we do not think can be compared 
to a solution of tannin, which, moreover, is much milder in its 
effect. 

Every sportsman knows the comfort of washing his feet in 
cold water after a day’s tramp, and how it not only keeps his feet 
hard and In good condition, but contributes materially to a com¬ 
fortable night’s rest. The same Is the effect on a dog. Let 


sportsmen treat their doge as they do themselves and they 
will find they will be amply repaid for their trouble to the 
additional pleasure they will have with them. Gentlemen, 
pleasure cannot be had without some trouble and labor,for It Is the 
labor and trouble which gives a zest to pleasure; and in no better 
way can labor be expended than by giving a few minutes of each 
night to the faithful animal, but helpless to do for himself, who 
has been laboring all day for your pleasure, and has on the mor¬ 
row to do so again. _ 


The Tennbsbee Thials. —Information comes to us of the 
different kennels which are to compete in the coming field trials 
at Nashville having located In different sections for the prepara¬ 
tory work of the dogs. It wont do to say where they are, as each 
one in writing us enjoins secrecy as to hlB location. From 
Indications there seems to be little doubt that the entries will be 
larger than any previous year. The "little joker” game at the 
Minnesota trials will not Interfere with the success of the Ten¬ 
nessee trials, as all parties concerned know that no “jobB’’ have 
ever been "set up" there: but that everything has been conducted 
with that straightforward integrity and honor which the standing 
of the gentlemen conducting the trials and those acting as judges 
warranted the public to expect. 

Secretary Prlchett writes us that the birds are very numerous. 
In addition to those left over from the trials last year, a large 
number were turned loose in February last, all of which bred pro- 
Hflcally. Thirty more were turned out last Sunday, and each 
week up to the time of the trials others will be let loose on the 
grounds. 

The programme will be the same as last year, with the excep¬ 
tion that in theNureery BtskeB, which Is for puppies under twelve 
months old, theflrBt prize will be $50 and the second 50 lbs. of pow¬ 
der; entrance, $5. Last year there was no second prize in this 
stake. For puppies under eighteen months the stakes will be 
t300 cash,divided Into three prizes of $150 to first, $100 to second, 
and $50 to third; entrance $15. In the Brace 9takes $250 cash 
will be divided Into three prizes of $150, $75, and $25; entrance 
$25. And In the Champion or Free-for-all Stakes three prizes of 
$250, $150, and $100, aggregating $500, will be awarded. 

The trap shooting tournament will have the same valuable 
purses as heretofore and will doubtless be as largely attended as 
on previous years. The association has had some very liberal do¬ 
nations. Messrs Parker Bros., have given one of their hand¬ 
some guns; the St. Louis Conical Base Shell Co., and the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Co., each 1,000shells; Tathain & Co., New 
York, ten bags of shot; the Dnpont Powder Co., a present as 
handsome as last year; the Hazard Powder Co., also a present; 
the American Powder Co., fifty pounds of powder; Hoiabird a 
shooting suit; Bogardus a trap, and Cruttenden also a trap. 

The Maxwell House will be, as last year, the headquarters of 
the association and visitors. Wc Imagine few have forgotten the 
good cheer of Colonel Johnson last year. 


Grouse for New Zealand, —The Acclimatization Society of 
Otago, New Zealand, are about to make the experiment of Im¬ 
porting grouse and black game from Scotland, and have sent 
over an agent to procure two hundred birds, which will, should 
they reach the society alive, be turned loose on the hills of 
Otago. An English cotemporary says: "The cages In which 
the specimens are confined were specially made for the purpose. 
They are of wood, and measure 3ft. 5ln. In length and 14in. In 
depth. The top la padded with strong canvas, so that the birds 
when excited or Hurried cannot injure themselves. In front are 
strong wire bare, Bnd blinds to regulate the light. The birds are 
dally fed on buckwheat, soaked tares, Spratt’s patent food, hemp 
and canary seed, German paste, hard-boiled eggs, maize, and oat¬ 
meal. For the outward voyage a supply of cranberries la being 
obtained from Norway. At the Zoological Gardens in London 
they have never been able to keep grouse or black game alive 
longer than two months, and many eminent naturalists declare It 
utterly Impossible for them to exist without heather, yet Mr. 
Bills caught hls birds on the heather, and from the day of their 
capture until now—about eleven weeks—they have neither seen 
nor tasted It. The birds have not suffered in weight or appear¬ 
ance, and appear to be thoroughly comfortable in their new 
home." _ 


The Game of Cyprus ano Bosnia. —The acquisition by Eng¬ 
land ofCyprusandby Austriaof Bosnia, through the treaty of Ber¬ 
lin, has given the sportsmen of those two countries additional good 
bunting grounds. In Cyprus foxes and hares abound and are 
used for food by the Inhabitants. To us the idea of eating a fox 
is not very appetizing, but they are said to be very palatable. 
The game birds are the quail, partridge and sn.pe, with an 
abundance of water fowl. In the fores's are poisonous snakes, 
and a species of black snake between three and four feet long 
which is perfectly harmless, and Is allowed to enter the houses 
and Is petted like a cat or dog. 

In Bosnia the oak and beech forests abound with wild boars, roe 
deer, chamois, foxes and hares, with plenty of wolves, lynxes and 
bears. _ 


Olla Podrida.— Numerous have been the inquiries of the 
meaning of Olla Podrida, which Is the term Mr. Eaton applies to 
hls sportsmen’s depot. It is the name of a Spanish dish com¬ 
posed of almost everything—a medly. The term Is appropriate 
to Mr. Eaton's depot, as there is nothing manufactured in the 
shooting or fishing line which cannot be found there. Mr. 
Eaton’s business Is enormous, extending over the West, South¬ 
west and South, and also in the East. Mr. Eaton has built this 
business up by the strictest Integrity with hls customers. 


Accident to Mr. Smith. —We regret very much to hear that 
Mr. L. H. Smith met with a very serious accident whilst out 
shooting the other day. In getting over a fence the top rail 
broke and he fell to the ground. In falling he struck a log and 
broke bis gun Btock in two, and twisted the barrels In such a way 
as to render them completely useless. Mr. Smith was seriously 
hurt Internally, and hie medical attendant fears It will be some 
days before he will be able to leave the bouse. 


The Tekonsha—Wilkes Match. —The match race which was 
to have taken place at the Chicago Jockey and Troltlng Club 
Park last Tuesday week and was postponed to the first good day 
and good track, which was left to the decision of the Judges, has 
been declared off, the owners by mutual agreement drawing their 
stakes, as owing to the Inclemency of the weather a good day and 
a good track seemed to be only In the next Spring. 


Duck Shooting. —The duck shooting In the vicinity of Chi¬ 
cago has been very good during the lust week. At the Tolles- 
ton and Maksawba club grounds the members have bad very 
good sport. Mr. E. T. Martin In four days’ shooting on the 
marshes adjacent to Ihe Calumet, killed 810 red beads and blue 
bills, using, by the way, his 12-gauge gun.

Dock Shooting In Mlchignn. 


Adrian, Mich. 

Editor Chicago Field :—Myself and some of my friends who 
never went duck shooting before, (with the exception of one, 
whom we may call J. Reynolds, a first-class shooter at any kind 
of game), went to Monroe on the 29tb of last month for a couple 
of days sport which we had, finding plenty of duck6 of all kinds. 
Wc arrived on the shooting ground about 11 a. m., i eyuolds 
taking one junior duck hunter, and my6e)f an other. The one 1 
had for a partner was very Ignorant of the business, not knowing 
a duck from a mod hen. We built, a blind as best we could, 
threw oat our decoys, got Into our hiding place, and were theu 
ready to slay anything with feathers. 

We bad not been there long before some one In another point 
calls out “Mark!" My pard says: “What Is the matter with 
that man over there,” I told him he said “mark." “What does 
he mean by that!” I told him It was a warning to look out for 
ducks near us. Well, he was satisfied. In a little “while some 
one was trying to Imitate a blue bill aB a flock was flying by. 
My partner says to me "Can't that hunter keep still, he will 
scare all the ducks out of the marsh.” 

I told him that blnebllls, when feeding, very often make a 
nolBe similar. He says, “Do you suppose ducks are fools!" 

And while he was telling me what suckers some men were, I told 
him to get down hls head, which was showing above the blind. 
He replies, “What for!” I told him I saw a flock of ducks. Then 
he raised hls head a little higher and replied, “I can’t see them." 
But the ducks had seen him and changed their course. I said to 
him, “If you expect to get any ducks, or eveu any ahootiDg, you 
will have to keep more out of eight.” 

During this time I had a few very long shots without any suc¬ 
cess. The wind was blowing fresh, and mv pard says, “Let’s go 
to the house." I Insisted on etaylng. and as a flock came In good 
this time, and I killed a pair, he was willing to stay a little 
longer. We killed ODe more, a green-wiDg teal Wc wait a little 
while longer, getting a few long shots and bagging nothing. He 
gets cold and la bound to go and get warm. I told him we would 
have a good night shoot; but he did not want any better night 
shoot than around the stove, so we pull up and go to the house. 
When we all get in we find that Reynolds and his pard, who Is a 
physician of this place, had five ducks and we had three. Rey¬ 
nolds said that the Doc was so tall that some portion of him was 
In sight most of the time. He would make the remark often 
that the ducks saw someihiDg. 

The Doctor bad to go home the first night, so we gave him all 
the docks and he went on his way rejoicing. 

There Is one more of our party whom I had almost forgotten; 
we will call him George. He was the fifth man ; be had hired a 
punter to shoot for him, gave him $2, and bought him ammuni¬ 
tion (powder 1$ lbs., shot 7 lbs., besides caps aud wads). After 
dark his man came In without a grain of powder or a kernel of 
ahot, and hls bag of ducks was just two blue bills. George said: 
“You did well, but I guess I shall not need you to-morrow.” 
During this time George was fishing, but caught nothing but 
weeds (excepting a couple given him by some fisherman). 

On the second day I told my pard that if we were to get any 
ducks I most give him a point (where the wind did not blow), and 
Reynolds and myself would shoot So In the morning by day¬ 
light we were out In good shape. We killed 26 ducks and 2 
snipes. There were Borne big hags made, from 20 to 50, and by 
poor shooters. We started for home. While In the baggage car 
with our game some pasaeuger was looking at them and Inquiring 
the name of the ducka. My pard eayB, “That Is a blue ball," get¬ 
ting blue bill and butter ball mixed, and now the boys step In 
to hls drug store and Inquire if “blue ball" Is in, which, of 
course, he don't bear. 

The day after we came home a sad accident happened. JohD 
Dubcy and Frank Lemarand were 6boottng. They run their 
boat Into the grass and agreed that Dubey was to shoot from bis 
knees, and Lemarand was to rise to hie feet while shooting. 
Lemarand was shooting and Dubey rose and was Instantly 
killed, having the back part of ble head blown to pieces. He 
was put Into the boat and takeo to town by Lemarand. They 
were warm friends and much respected. Moonshine. 


A Rocky Mountain Jaunt. 

The Chicago Tribune correspondent from Needle Mountains, 
Colorado, writes: “If any Chicagoan thinks of trying a Rocky- 
Mountaln jaunt along this Pacific Slope, let him select the month 
of September.
